BADLY 


SHATTERED. 


Miss Carrie Cunningham Goes on 


the Stand and Tells of Dur- 


rant's Confession.

Durrant's Defense Shattered. 


San Francisco, Oct. 23.—The prose­ 
cution has shattered the defense ot 
Dug-ant. 
Miss Carrie Cunningham 
was the first witness 
called by the 
defense 
this morning and 
she fur­ 
nished one of the chief sensations of 
the day by telling of her interviews with 
Durrant during the latter part of Sep­ 
tember and in the early part of Octo­ 
ber. 
The lady denied that she had 
taken an oath or kissed the bible cr 
promised not to reveal anything Dur­ 
rant said. She said that she had promj 
ised him that she would not publish 
anything that he said and that she had 
kept her word. 


The defense objected to the evidence 
being made a part of the record, and 
Mr. 
Barnes 
was 
compelled several 
times to reframe his questions, which 
made him much trouble, but he finally 
got in the evidence of the witness. 


Miss Cunningham testified that on 
October 1 st Durrant told her that on 
the day of April 3d he was fixing the 
sun burners in the church when he 
heard a noise in the belfry and he 
went there to investigate and looked 
through an opening' and there saw the 
body of Blanche Lamont upon the 
floor of the second landing. 
On Oc­ 
tober 5th Durrant had a further con­ 
versation with her and she asked him 
whether he had said that the blood on 
the picture below had dripped from the 
second landing. 
He said that he did 
not say so as there was not any blood 
at all. 
Miss Cunningham will resume 
her testimony this afternoon. 


As Thomas Hicks of West Berkeley 
was coming from San Francisco last 
evening on the 10 o'clock train he 
went out upon the platform of the car 
thinking he had arrived at Shell Mound 
where he was to change. 


By some means or other, not yet 
found out, he made a misstep and fell 
off.
